DISINTEGRATION OF CHRISTIANITY. 
, RELIGION OF THE FUTURE. 

There has just been published at Berlin, by 
Cat! Dunker, a book written by Eduard von 
Hartmann, entitled Die Selbstzersetzung des 
Christenthums, und der Religion die Zukunft.” 
This is a remarkable book, characterized by the 
bold, vigorous thought of one of Germany’s 
most original and eminent philosophers, and 
no less noteworthy on account ‘of the startling 
nature of the conclusions the author reaches. 
M. von Hartmann will give little satisfaction to 
any one except thinkers as bold as him- 
self who may agree with him, or 
to philosophic minds, to whom energy 
of thought is always welcome because enter- 
taining as a species of intellectual gymnastics. 
Neitber Catholics nor Protestants will welcome 
bis book. Still less will it be acceptable to the 
less orthodox clase of Christians; for some of 
the author’s heavier blows are aimed at the Lib- 
eral Protestants who are endeavoring to effect a 
compromise between Christianity aod out-and- 
out Rationalism. It will not please those who 
inveigh against all religion; for no one can 
maintain the absolute necessity of some 
sort of religion for man more cogently than our 
author. Nor vet will it prove agreeable to ali of 
those who, with Mr. Hartmann, insist that re- 
ligion of some sort is necessary to A Blea 
cravings of the human heart,—for the on 
he advocates is none other than Pessimism and 
Pautheism,—a combination of the two. 

We do not propose to advocate or to attack all 
of Mr. Hartmaun's views, but simply to give au 


exposition of them, leaving it as a rule to the 
readers of Tun Tau to form their conclu- 
sions on them. 

It is true, ag a rule, that, as Mr. Hart- 
mann remarks; the opponents of Christianity in 
this age do not want to bear anything of re- 
upon at all, while those who advocate it dream 
of none other than of Christianity either as it 
is, or in a modified form. But . Hartmann 
opposes the orthodox because they are Christians, 
the radical opponents of Christianity, lke 
Strauss in hie later writings, because tbey 
are what he calls irreligious, and liberal 
Protestacts, for the reason that they are at bot- 
tom not- ouly irreligious with the radical adver- 
saries of Chrisiiauity, but because they attempt 
to be Christian with the orthodox. Ultramontan-

Not only for their own protection, 
but to protect the tax-payers of this city against any 
future increase of the city’s debt contrary to law, they 
ought to do it.

The Common Council 
arbitrarily reduced the rate‘of tax to 10 mills; 
the Legislature thereupon allowed a rebate of 
tax on the destroyed property, and postponed 
the time for the collection of the tax.

$1,400,000 and a rebate of $600,000, leaving 
a total tax-levy of $2,300,000 to meet appro- 
priations of $4,300,000.

THE CITY’S COMPLICATIONS. 

The Common Council on last Monday night 
had the grace to submit to the absolute neces- 
sity of abandoning its entire assessment and 
equalization system, and, for the collection of 
the taxes of 1875, to resort to the machinery 
provided by the State for the collection of 
State taxes. So far as the future is concerned, 
therefore, the collection of revenue for the 
city is placed on the same footing of security 
as is the collection of the revenue for the 
State and county. Tax-resistants hereafter, 
in order to defeat the collection of city taxes, 
will also have to resist and oppose the collec- 
tion of the State and county taxes. 

The complications of the city are to this 
extent relieved, but they are nevertheless 
serious enough to embarrass the most astute 
lawyers. The city has in round numbers 
outstanding certificates of indebtedness, 
which are drafts drawn against uncollected 
taxes, to the amount of $4,000,000. The 
amount of these uncollected taxes is very 
largely in excess of the certificates ; but, 
owing to the persistent efforts of the city to 
collect its taxes under questionable special 
acts, instead of under the general law of the 
State, the arrearages of taxes have been grow- 
ing at an extraordinary rate, involving the 
necessity of suspending various authorized 
expenditures and the continued issue of city 
certificates. The uncollected taxes are of 
three kinds. 1. Taxes upon personal prop. 
erty, which are collectable by distraint. 2. 
Taxes on real estate for which the city has 
judgment against. the property, and 
which follows the property like any 
other lien of record until paid. 3. Taxes 
on real property for which the city has 
no judgment, but which nevertheless is a 
lien attaching to the property, and can only 
be relieved by payment. All of this tax for 
which the city has judgment, and perhaps 80 
per cent of the uncollected personal tax, will 
be collected, beyond all peradventure,—the 
most of it within a year. The tax on real 
estate for which the city has no judgment, 
covering the years 1872, 73, and 74, will 
aggregate possibly $1,250,000. This tax the 
Comptroller and the corporation lawyers 
think may be collected under the law which 
makes taxes on real estate a lien on the per- 
sonal property of the owners, and collect- 


able by distress, as tax upon perscnal proper- 


ty. To this opinion there are other lawyers 
who object, and who insist that it is a tax 


against specific property, for which no other 


than that specific property is liable. This is 
a point, therefore, that will have to be deter- 
mined by the Courts. 

Under the State Revenue law the State Au- 
ditor certifies, for State tax, a rate of tax to 


be extended by the County Clerk. Under 
that same law the City of Chicago certifies to 


the County Clerk an aggregate sum of money 


to be raised by taxation, and he fixes the rate 


to produce that amount from the assessed 
value of the property. When a State or 
county tax is not paid, the County Clerk, the 
succeeding year, includes it on his books, and 
a second judgment and lien are obtained there- 
for. So this can be done in the future in all 
cases where the city tax shall not be paid. 
But there is no provision of law for the re- 
assessment of past city taxes, because these 


under its own machinery, and not under the 
General Revenue law. The County Clerk 
and County Collector have no official knowl- 
edge that the city had its own assessments in 
1873, or 1874, or that it had its own rate of 
taxation for these years, and can of course 
take no official knowledge thereof. How, then, 
can the city have these unpaid taxes of 1873 
and 74 for which it has no judgment brought 
forward and included in subsequent taxation ? 
Is there any law by which this may be done ? 
The difficulty arises from the shifting from 
one system to the other: Had the change 
been made in 1874 instead of 1875, the 
amount of uncollected revenue involved 
would have been less than $400,000. Now it 
is $1,250,000, and had not the change been 
made in 1875 it would have amounted next 
year to over $3,000,000. The change, even

Even if the Democrats 
should be successful, we should at least have 
a party in power which would be responsible, 
instead of the present irresponsible and 
heterogeneous crowd of officeholders and 
bummers, who have delivered the city over 
into the hands of vagrants, thieves, 
bunko men, and gamblers, and set law 
and order at defiance. The Jefferso- 
nians are on the right track at 
last, and are commending themselves to the 
respectable people of the city. There is no 
other course which they can pursue with 
honor or safety to themselves. If at their 
next meeting they shall adopt the resolutions 
entire, they will have placed themselves upon 
a basis of principle. If they are not adopt- 
ed, they will have abandoned the opportunity 
to accomplish any good for the city or them- 
selves, and they might as well dissolve their 
organization, and save being swallowed up 
by the Cosmopolitans and bummers, the 
officeholders and tax-eaters. We believe 
there is principle enough in this organization 
to secure such a result. If not, the sooner it 
puts up the shutters and closes out business, 
the better for it. 


HOPEFUL IMPROVEMENTS IN PAVING. 

There is one way in which the asphalt 
pavement used in Philadelphia and Pitts 
burg, and carefully observed by Commis- 
sioner PRINDIVILLE when he was at the East, 
may be rendered very serviceable to Chicago. 
This is in repairing the wooden-block pave- 
ments that are hopelessly ruined, and on 
streets where the property-owners refuse to 
repave. The Board of Public Works have 
recognized the opportunity, and have begun 
to lay the cement in certain localities of the 
condition described. A sample of the pave- 
ment may be seen on Adams street, just west 
of the bridge. It is composed of the fol- 
lowing ingredients: 1. A fine gravel, which 
can be obtained easily and cheaply on the 
lake-shore. 2. COoal-tar, which is distilled 
so as to run off all the watery portions, 
and leave it a thick, compact substance. 
8. These two are mixed with a cer- 
tain proportion of cement, adding a 
little sulphur to the composition, which 
seems to facilitate a more perfect chemical 
union of the various ingredients. This forms 
the compound, which may be made harder or 
softer according to the relative proportions 
of the component parts. It is laid with the 
coarser material at the bottom and the finer 
at the top, and then rolled. Comparatively 
little rolling is required, however, as the sub- 
stance adheres and packs naturally. It is 
then hard and smooth, with a certain degree 
of elasticity. It is said to have a remarkable 
durability, and resists equally the influence 
of the frostand the heat. In Philadelphia, 
where it has been laid for several years, it is 
reported as in apparently as good condition 
as at first. 

This composition can be put down over the 
wooden pavements going into decay, at even 
less cost, it is found, than to repair them by 
taking up the old, rotten blocks and supply- 
ing their places with new ones. The holes 
and sunken places are filled with the coarser 
parts of the composition, and then the paste 
is laid over the whole evenly, giving just 
such a surface as if there were an entire new 
pavement of this material. It has been found 
that the cost of repairing the pavements in 


with France there was nobody to act for the 
latter. The Prussians held Paris, the whole 
eastern boundary of France, and the north- 
ern provinces, The Uhlan had looked across 
to the white cliffs of England and had carried 
his raids far towards Bordeaux. The Empe- 
ror of France was a prisoner. The Empress 
and the Prince Imperial were exiles. There 
was no Legislature. The Provisional Govern- 
ments had been ephemerids, blazing up brill- 
iantly at one moment, like a Fourth-ofJuly 
wheel, and sputtering into darkness the next. 
Germany had France by the throat. She was 
willing to relax her grasp, but wanted to be 
paid for doing so. Who was to promise, who 
was to guarantee, the price demanded? The 
Assembly of Bordeaux, since transferred to 
Versailles, was elected to answer this ques- 
tion. Organized simply to treat with Ger- 
many, it was naturally composed of persons 
who had little or nothing to do with foment- 
ing or carrying on the war against Germany. 
It was a conservative body, with few Radicals 
and few Bonapartists, representing the prop- 
erty and respectability of France pretty 
fairly, but not intended to represent the po- 
litical feelings of the nation. France wanted 
to make the best possible bargain,—only 
this and nothing more,—and chose the As- 
sembly with an eye single to this main 
chance. No one thought of naming a 
definite time during which the Assembly 
should sit. In fact, there was nobody 
empowered to name any time. And 
thus it came to pass that a few 
hundred men, elected by France, but repre- 
senting France only on one question, and that 
one something soon settled and disposed of, 
found themselves sitting at Versailles, with 
all the powers of the people intrusted to 
them and with no one authorized to take 
these powers away. It is not strange that 
such an omnipotent body has been loth to ab- 
dicate. Its members, united, are all-power- 
ful. Dispersed, they would be almost pow- 
erless. Many of them could not hope for re- 
election. Thus private ambitions have re- 
inforced publie needs, and kept the Assembly 
from committing legislative suicide. After 
the treaty was negotiated and the Communes 
suppressed, little of importance was done un- 
til five months ago. Then the ghost of a 
Bonapartist coup d'etat terrified the Deputies 
into sudden action. Some important consti- 
tutional bills were passed. Everything 
seemed to be ripe for a dissolution of the As- 
sembly and an election, next fall, of the two 
Houses of the new Parliament of France. 
Suddenly all this was changed. The Assem- 
bly having provided for its successor, refused 
to name the day of succession. It voted to 
adjourn to Nov. 4. It cannot get through 
the work before it until 1876 begins, perhaps 
not until some months of our centennial 
year have passed. The reason of this reac- 
tion is the growing fear of the Republican 
party. The Bonapartist ghost is laid, but the 
Red phantom is grisly and grim. ‘This Assem- 
bly is certainly more conservative than the 
next one will be, and no one can tell how 
great the difference is to be. The Deputies 
are afraid of the future. That is, they are 
afraid of France. They are unwilling to 
trust her with self-government. And yet 
they need not be. The last five years have 
been rich in political lessons. The new Con- 
stitution, unlike any previous one, is a growth, 
and therefore stands a far better chance of 
survival. France has learned that she is 
stronger than Paris; that order does not nec- 
essarily involve despotism; that a responsible 
Executive is better than an irresponsible one. 
The surest way to make self-government im- 
possible in the future is to deny it now. 
If the Assembly refuses to dissolve, and 
clings to power much longer, it will invite 
the revolution it dreads. Revolution will 
mean the temporary establishment of the 
Paris and Lyons Communes and the ensuing 
return of Hzwrr V. or Napozrzon IV. The 
present ruling body has deserved well of the 
country. It has done everything good within 
its power with one exception. A great ne- 
cessity called it into life. Another great ne- 
oessity demands its death. 
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The Assembly and Council of South Aus-

South Australia is one of the most 
promising dependencies of England, and ex- 
erts a controlling influence in Australian pol- 
itics. The important system of land-regis- 
tration and transfer known as the Torrens 
plan originated in it, and has since been 
adopted by all Australia. While England 
seems to grow weary of her colonies, the lat- 
ter not only insist upon being taken care of 
by the mother-country for the time being, 
but they insist, too, that the colonial area 
shal] be extended. The ultimate political des- 
tiny of the ‘‘ fifth continent” is independence, 
but her statesmen wish to see all the desira- 
ble parts of Oceanica civilized by English 
blood and money in order that the federation 
of the future may be strong and rich. “They 
know that Australia will reap what England 
sows, and they have no objections to having 
a goodly amount of sowing done. 

New Guinea, or Papua, is the largest island 
on the globe, provided Australia’s claim to 
being the fifth continent instead of the first 
island is allowed. Half of it is claimed by 
Holland, but her sovereignty is only ashadow. 
She has abandoned her military posts, and 
exercises no real authority whatever. The 
mountains in the interior abcund in choice 
timber,—iron-wood, ebony, eto. The low 


shores are swamped with vegetation and fruit- ‘ 


trees. Rice, sugar, and tobacco are culti- 
vated on the uplands. The present exports 
are bitds, bark, pearls, tortoise-shell, ebony, 
resin, nutmegs, eto. One main article of ex- 
port used to be slaves. If theisland were in 
civilized hands, this list would be greatly ex- 
tended. Tobacco, sugar, rice, and perhaps 
cotton, would be systematically cultivated on 
a large scale; the choice timber of the in- 
terior would be utilized; and great quanti- 
ties of fish would be cured for export. The 
natives differ from the neighboring races in 
being chaste and long-lived. They would 
probably be swept out of existence, however, 
by civilization,—the hope of the superior, 
the end of the inferior, rices, 

The acquisition of New Guinea would 
practically give England the control of all 
Australasia. It is the only important 
part of it which is not already 
under Great Britain’s flag. The Feejee 
Islands, Britain’s latest acquisition, lie just 
across the watery border-line between Aus- 
tralasia and Polynesia. Their i 
probably means the gradual subjection of 
the other scattered groups in the South Seas, 
with the exception of the Sandwich Islands, 
which will be saved by their proximity to the 
United States, and Samoa, now owned to all 
intents and purposes by Srzmuvsercer I. It 
is not impossible that England will some time 
accept Java, Sumatra, Borneo, and Celebes 
as a consideration for allowing Germany to 
annex Holland. In that event, persons now 
living may see the whole of Oceanica under 
the British flag.

FEEDING AND CLOTHING THE NAKED 
From Our Own Correspondent, 
Mriwavnez, Wis., Aug. 14.—There is proba- 
bly more talk and less known about the County 
Poor-Farm than any other Milwaukee institu- 
tion. It is, nevertheless, worthy of notice 
at the bends of the news-soribbler. The 
charities of thie city are, probably, more 
extensive and better organized than those 
of any city in the Northwest, Chicago by 
no means excepted. I have, at various times, 
given in these columns tolerably full notices of 
the different independent organizations sup- 
ported by the ladies, and societies ip connectioa 
with churches, and some account of the County 
Poor-Farm is now in order. First, it may be 
said that anybody in really needy circumstances 
can obtain admission to the county institutions 
without unusual trouble or difficulty; and, sec- 
ond, that, when admitted, they are treated with 
more than the average kindness and considera- 
tion, Now that Bogk and his wife—keepers of 
the Insace Department—have been gotten rid 
of, the only exception to this rule exists no 


longer. 
. THE COUNTY FARM 

is situated about 6 miles from the city, upon a 
beautiful eminence overlooking Wauwatosa, the 
buildings erected thereon forming in themselves 
The principal 
structures are, the County Alme-House, the 
County Hospital, and the Insane Department. 
Tue grounds consist of 156 acres of the best

laud in the county, purchased by the county at a

The 
contracts were let more rapidly, and, thanka to 
the temporary loan system, the necessary funds 
were available at the right moment, and no 
hitch occurred, until the late legal rumpus, to 
prevent the work being carried to a prompt and 
satisfactory conclusion. The contracts have 
been let, through, cheaper than ever, owing 
to the competition and other causes, as related 
above. 
Dredging will cost, this year, about $20,000. 

CASH V8. “SHAVED ” ORDERS. 
Apropos of the flurry as to the hitch in the 
way of the city borrowing money for temporary 
purposes, in heu of issuing city orders, a few 
words may be in order by way of making clear 
what must be quite unintelligible to mau, people, 
both in this city and elsewhere, who are inier- 
ested in the problem of economic municipal 
government. The taxes are not collected, in 
anything like large sums, uli December. In 
Japuary the collections become large; and in 
February of each year they reach their bighest 
figure, and before March has passed away, the 
bulk bas been received. 
During the whole of the preceding summer, — 
let ua say for the sake of iilastration,-—public 
works, of necessity, have been constructed, aod 
the aggregate — say $200,000 — is to be 
paid out of these taxes for such 
woiks. Each contractor, as he finishes bis 
contract, bas to be paid off, in order that he ma 
pay his men. As there is no money, and w 
not be, for months, in the treasury, he is given 
a city order, payable, say, in February. On tbis 
he raises money; and his men are paid off. 
The ra sing of mouey necessitates a heavy shave, 
from 15 w 25 per cént,—aon average of 20 per 
cént,—and this is of course added to the regular 
price of work in tbe estimates on which the con- 
tracts are let. Ihus, every $100,000 worth of 
work costs $120,000, under this system, besides 
iwwtroduciag everywhere habits of sbiftlessuese, 
extravagaiice, and recklessness that always dis- 
tinguish business transacted by discounted 
paper, as compared with cash. When Mayor 
Ludington was elected, he quickly perceived the 
ruinous character of the jobs tbat were spring- 
ing like mushrooms out of this rotten system. 
Oity orders were lying around, unpaid, depre- 
ciated, and in bad odor, everywhere; worzing 
men were obliged to contract debts, and encoux- 
aged in a mean, hand-to-mouth way of living, 
aud the whole business of cont: acting was kept io 
a few nands. The first Milwaukee “rng” grew 
out of those fat days of jobbery and corruption. 
The Ludington administration soon chenged all 
that by adopting the simple expedient of 
BORROWING MONEY FROM THE BANKS 
in anticipation of the taxes, at a fair rate of in- 
terest. A resolution passed the Council author- 
iZing the new system, which then became firmly 
established, and has ever since been in opera- 
tion, enabling our people to go on with plans of 
ublic impiovements so complete, perfect, and 
ar-reaching as to excite the wonder of all visi- 
tors familiar with the subject, at a cost to the 
city of from 20 to 80 per cent less than such 
works could be done in the average United 
States city. Poor men, being paid cash every 
week, were enabled to take small contracts at 
day-wages prices, and the backbone of thievery, 
jobbery, corruption, ag rings, and capital 
monopolies Was broken. It is this system of 
borrowing and ite attendant advantages that I 
wrote of last week, as likelv to be broken ap by 
à legal opinion just delivered that it was un- 
authorized aud unconstitutional, and must be 
discontinued.

The opinion influenced bankers to withdraw 
their propositions, and the authorities were left 
to soive the financial problem to the best of 
their ability. Finally, after several sessions of 
the Committee on Finance, Mayor Ludington 
suggested a plan that was adopted, and was sub- 
sequently indorsed by the Common Council. It 
authorizes the Treasurer to receive such sums 
as way be necessary before the ist day of 
December on account of taxes for the current 
fiscal year, and to apply the money in payment 
of taxes, with interest thereon at 8 per cent. 
In Committee, the Mayor would listen topo 
proposition looking to the issue of city orders. 
One of the members thought the plan but an- 
other way of whipping the devil about the bush. 
and would not agree to the proposition until an 
amendment was offered to the effect that 
ali future contracts should be paid 
in city orders. Mayor Ludiogton declared 
that the por laborer who had rye upon 
100 céuts on the dollar sbould be paid, even 
though the authorities would be obliged to beat 
the devil about the bush. While the amendment 
was pending, he walked to the window over- 
looking the square and thrummed nervously 
upon the casing, apparently wrought up to a 
feeling of despair at thought of a likelihood that 
bis grand idea of transacting the business of the 
city on a cash basis would suffer for want of 
appreciation.

THE STONE-CUTTERS ON CONVICT LABOR. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 
Curcaco, Aug. 14,—As every good citizen must 
bave much faith and confidence in the interest 
the press is ever ready to offer for and in aid of 
the public welfare, we, as an association com- 
posed of honorable and law-abiding citizens, 
have seen best to offer the following card and 
resolutions to the public, as expressive of their 
sentiments, against the influence and power 
brought to bear against our best interests, and 
we would ask the influence of the press to assist 
us in our, strenuous efforts to maintain ou 
rights aud legitimate influence. We desire to 
draw the attention of the public. through the 
columns of your paper to some facts in connec- 
tion with the building trades, but more especial- 
ly the cut-stone business as it at present exists 
and is carried on in and around Chicago. For 
six years prior to 1872 stone-cutting was consid- 
ered the leading branch of the building indus- 
tries of the city, when mechanics received fair 
wages, and contractors good returns on their in- 
vestments. Daring the excitement of 1872, how- 
ever, thousands of workmen of various classes 


and conditions came

majority were induced to leave comfortable 
homes and probably situations, both in this and 
other countries, through promises held out, both 
by the press and private individuals, of steady 
employment for years, and wages far in advance 
of anything they ever received before. The 
consequence was, that the labor market was at 
that time flooded to such an extent that it has 
never fully recovered its equilibrium, and to-day 
stone-cutters are working for little better than 
an unskilled laborer’s wages, aud cannot receive 
the miserable pittance when it is due. 
It is a notorious fact that a great 
pumber of the out-stone contractors of the 
city are at the present time far behind with 
their pay-rolls, aud it has become a common ex- 
pression with the men on the street, Have you 
been paid vet? and the answer as a ruleis 
“No.” The ‘stone-cutters are aware that the 
unsettled condition of the money market for the 
past two years may have much to do with this 
state of affairs, but they consider the con- 
tractors themselves responsible in a great méas- 
ure for many of the existing evils, for the fol- 
lowing reasons : 

First—The season after the fire many of 
them invested in real ertate, taking part 
money and part real estate for their work. 
This was right aod proper while they took no 
more than they could carry without impoverishing 
their business or encroaching upon their pay- 
rolls. Unfortunately, such was not the case, 
for to-day we find many of them without any 
ready money of their own wherewith to settle 
their labor account in the event of their being 
unable to draw semi-monthly upon their work, 
but with ample real estate upon their hands, — 
at least upon their wives’ bands. 

Second—The unhealthy competition that has 
existed and still exists among the contractors 
bas caused a recklessuess in dealing with specu- 
lators in buildings, which, to say the least, is 
surprising. They take work with the unader- 
standing, of course, that payments will 
be made as the work progresses, but 
there is uo assurance that payment will be made 
at the time specified, and if from any cause, either 
on the part of the contractor or proprietor, it 
should be deferred, the embarrassment, as a 
rule, falls upon the workingmen, for, in conse- 
quence of a protective union among the quarry- 
men, they are supposed to settle their store ac- 
counts at least once a month, whether the stone- 
cutters are paid or not. 

In addition to the evils enumerated, the jour- 
neyman stone-cutters of Chicago have another 
and more dangerous antagonist to encounter in 
the shape of Convict labor. For a number of 
E past the Penitentiary Commissioners have 

ad all they could do in furnishing cut-stone for 
the State-House at Springfield ; but that being 
completed they are now directing their attention to 
the Chicago market, aud it appears they bave 
met with more than ordinary success, for in the 
past month alone they have seceived contracts 
for cut-stone to the amount of at least $45,000, 
two of these contracts haviug come from parties 
who, above all others, ought to show a good ex- 
ample in upholding the dignity of free labor, and 
protecting the rights of every law-abiding citi- 
zen. One of the parties referred to is the Hon- 
orable, the Board of County Commissioners, who 
are at present having the cut-stone work for the 
new County Hospital, between $14,000 and 815, 
000, execnted by convibts. The other is the 
Hoa. C. B. Farwell, who is erecting a block on 
the corner of Monroe and Franklin streets, the 
cut-stone of which (about $30,000), with the ex- 
ception of the basement pier-blocks, is being 
manufactured in the Penitentiary at Joliet, 
while the men who jn part elect all these par- 
ties to their high offices in the State and nation 
are working for starvation prices in Chicago. 

The public have been generally led to believe 
that stonecutters were an overpaid class when 
they received $4 per day, but let us ficure from 
the present rate of wages and see. Stone-cutters 
on an average are employed no more than seven 
months in the year. and the average rate of 
wages is $2.25 per day—ranging from $1.50 to 
$2.50 per day; one man perhaps in tweaty-five 
receiving $2.75 per day. We will take twenty- 
six working days for each month, providing you 
lose no time in waiting for stone or from sick- 
ness, and we find that our earnings for the 
season are $409.50. Deduct from this 
sum $10 for and we 
have $389.50, wages the 
year round at $1.28 per day. This allows for no 
bolidays, of which there are at least three, on 
which the convicts themselves are itted to 
rest from their labors. Thus. spending 
from four to five years of our early manhood in 
acquiring a trade which has in all

Beginning of an Increased Flow of 
Currency to the Country. 


Only a Light Offering of Good |

FINANCIAL, 


More currency was called for from the country. The 
fair weather that has enabled the farmers to get in 
their crops will be succeeded by an increased move- 
ment of produce to this city and the seaboard. The 
loan market continued to exhibit the same features of 
dullness that have. marked it for many weeks, The 
amount of commercial paper offering is fair, and as it 
is made by good houses, and is generally for the short 
time that will elapse before collections will improve, it 
is readily taken, There is but a light number of ap- 
plications for loans from other sources, and the loan 
market displays a good deal of ease, Most of the 
banks have a surplus, and look in vain for desirable 
borrowers to whom to lend it, 

Rates of discount at the bank are 8@10 per cent; 
concessions are made to independent borrowers of 
several per cent, 

On the street, business is quiet. Rates are 6@18 per 
cent. 

New York exchange was firm at par between banks 
for 61.000. 

The clearings Saturday were $3,600,000: for the 
week they were $2,771,255.68, and for the correspond- 
ing week of last year they were 519,057, 999.84. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA BONDS. 

The savings banks of New York have been forbid- 
den by Mr. Eilia, the State Superintendent of Bank- 
ing, New York. under advice of the Assistant Attorney 
General, to invest in the 3.65 percent bonds of the 
District of Columbia. Where such investment, if an y 
has already been made, the bonds will have to be with- 
drawn and replaced with other securities authorized 
by the General Savings Bank act,as they are held to 
be neither a State nor United States obligation, 

THE CUBRENCY. 

The volume of the currrency has been exaggerated 
and understated by partisans of both sides of the cur- 
rency question, Gen. Ewing leads the inflationists in 
placing the contraction of the currency in ten years at 
$1,155,000,000—a reduction from $1,395,000,000 to $749,- 
000,000. Gen. Ewing commits the not-trifling error of 
classifying the payment of $1,100,000 of temporary 
Government obligations as a contraction, which is 
obviously preposterous, An antagonistic estimate of 
the volume of currency figures out an increase of the 
currency. It is done in this way by a New York paper:

There are several errors in this calculation, Secre- 
tary MoCulloch’s report for 1865 states the amount 
of National Bank notes issued to be $205,000,000; $65,.

Total circulation July 1, 1875 742,119,517 
This shows a contraction from 1865 to 1876 of about 
$12,000,000 in the amount of currency, statistically, in 
circulation, Actually the currency is much less, as 
large amounts of it are locked up in default of proũt- 
able employment for it. 

MARKET VALUE OF MANUFACTURING STOCKS. 

The suspension of operations at many of the mills 
naturally has a depressing influence on the market 
value of certain securities. The low prices, however, 
are attracting buyers for some of the stocks known to 
be unduly “* harnmered,” and for this class there is a 
better demand than for some time previous, orders 
coming in for round lots of 100 shares m some in- 
stances. Oocheco, a stock rarely on the market, is 
selling at 875, against 915 May 5, with a §50 dividend 
in the meantime, Hill has declined to par, first sale 
since May 26 at 110. Jackson farther receded to 1605, 
Merrimack 1410, Middlesex 155, Nashua 575, and 
Pacific 1970, after selling at 1985. Franklin bas ad- 
vanéed from 90 to 92, Lyman 69X%, June 9, to 74 ex 
dividend $3 per share, and York 1250 to 1202. Bart- 
lett at 25, Continental 24%, and Lowell 675, are un- 
changed. Better bide are reported for Hamilton, Law- 
rence, Naumkeag, and Washington, but there are no 
sales in either. 

A etmilar depreciation has been going on in 
England, where, in consequence of the unsettled 
condition of the manufacturing interests and the bad 
state of trade, the shares of some of the limited com- 
panies are experiencing a severe depreciation. In 
some cases they are at from 303 to 40s discount, and 
the balance sheets of several companies for the pres- 
ent quarter show losses on the quarter s business of 
from £300 to £1,000, For example, shares of the Sun 
Mill Company, which at one time were at about 120 
per cent premium, are now selling at a discount. Of 
the limited companies, twenty-four are in the Masters’ 
Association ,—that is, more than one-haif.

TALL TORTOISES. 


The largest of the land tortoises, the Testudo 
indica, bas been found only in the Galapagos 
group of islands in the Pacific, and on some of 
the islands of the Indian Ocean, as Mauritius, 
Rodriguez, Aldabra, and probabiy Reunion. For 
many years they were very abundant and of enor- 
mous size, as the islands on which they occurred 
were all uninhabited by man ‘or by any large ter-. 
restrial mammal, and the tortoises were subject 
to no untoward circumetances interfering with 
their increase or with their extraordinary longev- 
itv, Leguat in his account of the French Prot- 
estant expedition to Rodriguez (1691) says: 
“You see two or three thousand of them in 
a flock, so that you may go above # hundred 
paces on their backs,”

but the high-pressure engine was regarded by 
them unsafe for such purposes, and the plan 
was given over. Trevithick persevered with the 
project until he had conatructed a locomotive 
working by adhesion alone, and moving at a 
velocity of 5 miles an bour while dragging a 
durden of 15 tons. Unfortunately, one of his 
engines exploded at an early stage in his experi- 
ments, and the accident threw his invention 
into discredit. In the hands of George Stephen- 
son the locomotive was afterward immensely 
improved, and the present system of railroad 
travel introduced into England.

It 
was then found that the tortoises had become 
extinct on Charlies Island, and on Chatham Island 
the largest individuals measured but little over 
2 feet in length. Since that day the Disgost 
specimeus that have been bronght from the Gal- 
1 have not exceeded 20 inches in length, or 
25 pounds in weight, acircumstance which indi- 
cates that all the giants of the race have been

SWIMMING, * 


Thomas Ooyle, who failed in his swimming 
match with J. B. Johnson, on the 22d of last 
month, giving as a cause of his defeat the drug- 

ing of the stimulants furnished him, on the 
Foen last., attempted to swim over the course 
from Chester to Gloucester, a distance of 13 
miles, on his own respoosibility. The barge 
John Neilson was engaged to proceed to Ches- 
ter, and accompany Coyle up the river. From 
the lack of interest in the matter or fom want 
of sufficient publicity, very few passengers pat- 
ronized the boat, although every arrangement 
was made for a large crowd. Coyie, just before 
starting, expressed his doubts of being able to 
accomplish the feat on account of the unusually 
low temperature of the water, and the result 
proved that his fears were well founded. 

At 3:19 o’clock he leaped iato the water in 
front of Chester, and struck out lustily, making 
forty-one strokes to the miaute. This speed he 
kept up for several miles, taking the western 
channel, under the idea that the water was warm- 
er on that side of the river. He made the first 2 
miles in 33 minutes, and passed the Lazaretto in 
just 1 hour. He reached Ten-Mile Point, 6 
miles above Chester, in 1 hour and 20 minutes. 
The wind, which had been from the southeast, 
greatly aiding the swimmer in his efforts, now 
chopped arouud to the portheast, and the water 
became “lumpy.” From this point Coyle seem- 
ed to labor and show signs of exhaustion. 
His strokes dwindled down to about 
thirty a minute. Stimulants were now 
furnished at short intervals, he clinging to the 
side of the flag-boat for a minute each time the 
liquor was administered. At 5:45, after accom- 
plishing about 9 miles, it became evident that he 
could not keep on much looger, and hi« trainer, 
Mr. Brooks, took him out of the water. After 
he was taken into the boat it was seen that he 
was suffering equally from the effects of the 
hquor and exhaustion. Coyle dressed himself 
without difficulty, and says that the cold water 
hastened his exhaustion, and is still confident of 
success in his second match with Johnson, over 
the same course on the 24th inst.

They began, in fact, almost immediateſy after 
Dr. Moss’ election, and, within two months after 
be entered ou his duties, took the form of a di- 
rect avowal in a meeting of the Trustees, as well 
as to people outside the Board, of bis utter dis- 
trust of the organization, and his belief that Dr. 

urroughs ought at once to be separated from 

e University, several of his friends, also, coin- 
cidinpg with this expression. So unexpected and 
astounding was this manifestation of ill-teeling 
at the time that Dr. Burroughs instant- 
ly resigned, and was only induced to re- 
call his resignation by the emphatic expression 
of the Board, and the representations made to 
bim by a committee which had been sent to him. 
that his adherence to it woud result iu the clos- 
ing of the University with tue current term. All 
this, it will be seen, is utterly destrucuive of the 
theory that Dr. Moss’ bostility to the organiza- 
tion was the outgrowth of the experience of the 
ear. It makes it evident that he brought his 
Ldstility with him into bis office, and never in- 
tended to abide by the conditions of his election. 
If other evidence of this were needed, his own 
statement, recently made, that he had had the 
game opinion of Dr. Burroughs” connection With 
the University for six years, would seem to be 
enough. The character of ‘* manly frankuess " 
has been claimed for these acts of Dr. Moss by 
his apologists. We submit that the time for 
frankness was when Dr. Moss’ election to the 

. Presideucy was pending, and he and bis friends 
knew that it depended wholly ou his acceptance 
of the terms of the compromise.. To keep back 
the secret of his opposition to it then, and bring 
it forward after his end had been gaived, may 

for manly frankness by some standards, but 
others will call it by a aiffereut name. 

But even if it were so that these acts dated no 
further back than the Sth of July, the claim that 
these attempts to re.covye Dr. rroughe com- 
menced and grew out of evidences wuich had 
then accumulated of the mefliciency and the 
evils of the double-headedness of the orgaaiza- 
tion would find no foundation in the facts. As 
to inefficiency, the final results of the year, as 
shown by the annual reports, are the best and 
sufficient answer. The report shows that the 
annual interest on the debt last year was fully 
paid; that more shan $30,000 was gained towards 
the reduction of the priucipal; that the large 
deficit iu current eXpenses, compared with tbe 
regular income, was 80 far met by general] col.ec- 
tions that the monthly salaries dod other bills 
were paid more promptly than ever before in ne 
history of the University ; that $30,000 of Su- 
dowments were actually secured, and others are 
in reasonable prospect; that order, sys.em, and 
economy had n introduced into the business 
of the University, apd its interests represented 
in many conventions and churehes, and to many 
people individually throughout the States 
of. Illinois and Wisconsin, and all by 
one man, and he working without salary 
or other expense to the University except a small 
allowance for traveling expenses. Witn such a 
sbowing it is not diilicult to see how mach can: 
dor there is in the charge of ineficieney. Much 
stress has been laid upon the injustice done to 
Dr. Moss by bis displacement. Has it occurred 
to him or those who represent him to inquire 
just how his attempt to displace another who 
was Jaboring thus gratuitously to build up the 
University over which he presided and from 
which he was drawing a liberal salary, is re- 
garded by those who can appreciate an appeal 
for justice? 

As to ali that bas been said about double- 
headedness, we allege that the objection is whol 
ly one of the imagination, if not of pretense. 

THE OFFICE or CHANCELLOR,” 

of which it ia sought to make such a bugbear, is 
really. under the Constitution which the Trus- 
tees adopted, little or nothing more than a finan- 
gal agency, and as such Dr. Burroughs accepted 
it, with all its drudgery, and with no emoluments. 
Dr. Moss bas been repeatediy called upon ia tue 
meetings of the Trustees to say if there bad 
been the slightest intrusion within his sphere or 
interference with bis work, but has alleged none, 
and his friends have publicly borue testimony to 
Dr. Burroughs’ constant and earnest support of 
Dr. Moss as long as he supposed that the latter 
and his friends were acting in good faith. 


m the outset. as we bave seen, was 
followed by a series of simiar acts extending 
through the year, which need not be enumerated, 
end which we do not care to characterize, It is 
sufficient to say of them that they were alike of- 
fensive in spirit, and embarrassing to the busi- 
ness of the University, aimed not only against

For this motion eight mem- 
bers, including Dr. Moss, were found ready to 
vote. A committee was then appointed to pre- 
pare a of doing business when this action 
should be confirmed, as it was expected to be at 
an adjourned meeting five days later. Into the 
meeting of this Committee Dr. Moss, though 
not a member of it, foued bis way, against the 
protest of a member, and proffered the contribu- 
tion of a paper on the methods of procedure 
when the deposition of the Chancellor should be 
consummated. : 

In suddenly arresting these proceedings, as 
they did, by summarily vacating the Presidency, 
the Trustees find themselves called upon to an- 
swer three principal objections. Exception is 
taken to their action as an act of favoritism 
toward Dr. Burroughs, as involving the sacrifice 
to the University of the superior abilifies of Dr. 
Moss, and as disregarding the vested rights of 
particular religious denomination, 

AS TO THE CHARGE OF FAVORITTSM, 
the Trustees would hope never to be slow to 
recognize the services of Dr. Burroughe to the 
University.. If it is true. as the Trustees have 
recently been reminded, * that the University 
of Chicago is an educational interest of the very 
first class, it its importance has become na- 
tional,” so that the East, the West, and the 
South have common interest in it, it is proper to 
be remembered that this great interest owes its 
inception wholly to the foresight, and its rise 
to importance largely to the labors and sacrifices 
of ove man; and the Trustees confess that they 
cannot appreciate the reasoning that concludes 
that, therefore, the time has fully come for 
that man to be separated from it. At the same 
time they disclaim anything like personal favor- 
itism in this matter. It is even not easy to see 
what personal favor it is to Dr. Burroughs to be 
retained in his present position. Ia his case, at 
least, there is no lucrative ollice at stake. At 
all events, the Trustees claim that in this mat- 
ter they have foliowed the canon which bas 
been laid down for them by a recent writ- 
er, who assumes to be an authority on the 
duties of Trustees, namely, that the members 
of the Board are put in their place, not to pro- 
tect or ull either one man or another, but to 
plan and act in their best wisdom for the Uni- 
versity.” So the Trustees claim to have pianned 
and acted. It is admitted that their best wiedom 
may not be the best there is,—may not be as 
good as that of the writer above quoted, or the 
mivority. Nevertheless, it is the best which 
more than tweoty old business men of Chicago 
and the Northwest had to give to the subject. 
That is not true which the same writer saya, that 
shese gentlemen, in the preamble on which 
they base their action, recognize no otber point 
at issue save the one persoaal to Dr. Bur- 
roughs.” That preambie does recognize what is 
necessary to the “harmony” and efficiency” 
of the University. And these business men de- 
clare it as their judgment that, when Dr. Moss 
raised an iwweue which made it impossible for him 
aud Dr. Burroughs together to serve the Univer- 
sity, the harmony and eth ieney of the Univer- 
sity required chat he should be the one to retire. 

And this brings us to 

THE SECOND POINT OF EXCEPTIONS. 
the loss to the University of the high abilities of 
Dr. Moss. On this subject the preamble is 
silent, as the Trustees would now choose to be, 
and would be, but that the matter is thrust upon 
them by the stress which is laid upon this point, by 


‘them who seek to excite prejudice against them. 


Men who have not been within a thousand miles 
of the University during Dr. Moss’ Presidency, 
and who really know nothing whatever about it, 
have yet taken it upon themselves—admon- 
ishing others meanwhile of the sin of 
artisanship—to announce to the world that Dr. 

oss ‘has discharged pvery duty of President 
and Professor witu marked tidelity and ability, 
and bas given the sure promise of becoming 
widely recognized as one of the most accom- 
plished and successful educators and ad- 
mioistrators in the land.” It is thus made neces- 
sary for the ‘Trustees to say that the ad- 
ministration of the internal affairs of the 
University daring the last year has not been 
to them a matter of entire inattention 
or indifference. Some of them by persona! vis- 
itation, others from reliable sources of mforma- 
tion, have sought, as in duty bound, to become 
advised of the real workiag of the new admunis- 
tration from which so much was expected. The 
conclusion to which they have reiuctantly been 
forced is that Dr. Moss’ mauer of dischargin 
his duties has not been marked by distinguished 
„ fidelity” or ability.“ They find, on the con- 
trary, thatthe work of his c room has vot 
risen above bare mediocrity; nat be bas failed 
to impress students and visitors at the Universi- 
ty, that che chief college officer offered a perfect 
model of gentlemanly bearing aod refinement ; 
that lack oi discipline, to an extent that was ab- 
solutely disastrous, was widely recognized by 
both professors and students; that there was 
the absence of that measure of mutual coafi- 
dence aud accord between the President and bis 
associates necessary to enlist the ful! co-opera- 
tion of the latter in the government and genera! 
work of the college, and in short that the tone 
and enthusiasm which constitute one of the chief 
elements of success in college work have been 
utterly wanting in the Univereity under Dr. 
Moss’ administration. In his intercourse with 
Trustees and oth>.s8 conuected with the manage- 
ment the President has been little more happy. 
Doubtless it may have been his misfortune to 
fiad in the Boards of Control and other official 
relations men whose presence there was an in- 
cumbrance, at least in his judgment, but u 
would not commonly be counted wise for him in 
the first few months of his service to tell them 
so. In short, the measure of wisdom, know!l- 
edge of men, and accurate estimate of himself 
aud his own resources, which the President 
brought to his duties, seem eufiiciently il ustrat- 
ed by the manner in which he rusbed into bis last 
ofticial act of attempting to overturow an asso- 
ciate Officer. No one claimed or felt that the ev- 
idences of unfitness, preceding this last act, were 
fatal to all hope of Dr. Moss’ ultimate success. 
All would have claimed for him time to correct 
mistakes and learn the way of zbis duty more 
perfectly. Wedeny emphatically that anybody 
was “watching for a pretext” to displace him. 
We do not believe that nis removal bad ever been 
desired or thought of by one member of the 
Board until his own experiment at removal pre- 
cipitated the event. 

ON THE QUESTION OF DENOMINATIONAL RIGHTS 
of control, the expressions Which we hear are 
remarkable. Formal notice is served on the 
Baptist denominatiou by a newspaper which as- 
sumes to be their organ in the Northwest, that 
the Trustees of the University contemplate 
the sacrifice of all the vested rights of the de- 
nomination in this institution,“ aod that the ma- 
jority bave declared that in the 
management the institution the denomina- 
tion has no voice and no rights.” 

Now, when it is considered that the Baptist 
„denomination has never claimed a voice in 
the mavagement of the University, that that de- 
nomination is votan orgahized body for man- 
agement of any kind, what measure of candor 
there is iv such es is apparent. If poli- 
tion. such an appeal to unreasoning prejudice 


would on demagogism. Ite purpose is 

e, to avenge personal defeat by arraying 
the Baptist people agains; members of the 
Board and the University. It is not the first in- 
stance,in the history of tLe University in which 
personal ambition, defeated in its attempt to 
rale, has sought to ruin, and the time has been 
when manly rebukes of such purposes have been 
uttered by the journal from which these extracts 
are taken, 

The voice“ of the Baptist denomination 
and the guardians of its rights in the manage

Thus of the sof the facts in this 
matter, and of the reasons which have influeoced 
the Trustees, seemed n in order that the 
friends of the University bt uuderstand the 
real centre of responsibility forthe breaking up 
of what might otherwise have proved a perma-

In view of all we believe that it will be con- 
ceded that 

THE CONCLUSION EXPRESSED IN THE PREAMBLE 
was the only ope to «hich the majority could 
have arrived. The policy of securing harmony 
by concession and compromise had failed. The 
Presideot. of the University was plainly allied 
with a small mioority of the Trustees in a per- 
sistent determination to thwart the plans, in 
which, not the majority ry a but the whole 
Board had been agreed, till influenee bad 

é reement. He, with nota year of ex- 
perience in college management, and almost a 
stranger in Chicago, and 6 minority composed 
almost entirely of new members, who had very 
little knowledge of the affairs and had borne a 
very small part of the burdens of the Universi- 
ty, claimed a wisdom superior to the united 
judgment of the whole d, expressed 
within @ year, anda right to dictate to the 
majority what policy should govern. In 
the crisis thus thrust upon them, three 
courses were cpen to the Trustees—to admit the 
claim of Dr Moss and his supporters and quietly 
pass the control of the University to less than a 
third of its legal governors, to take the middle 
course, refuse to displace Dr. Burroughs, but 
leave Dr. Moss to go on wich his opposition and 
thus repeat the discord and contentions of for- 
mer years, Or to assert, as they did, the right and 
duty of the majority of the Trustees to direct 
es government and conserve its interests with 
whatever consequences to any one, and especialiy 
to auy trusted and paid officer, who assumed to 
place himself in the war of this fundamental 
prineiple of all free institutions. In choosing 
this alternative, we ask tbe friends and patrons 
of the University to believe that we have acted 
not in baste, but deliberately, in no spirit of pas- 
sion or vindietiveness, but in vindication of the 
stability and integrity of the government of the 
University, and ia the interests of future har- 
mouy aud order. 

In this statement it has seemed better, for ob- 
vious reasons, to designate certain actors in 
these proceedings as the minority, rather than 
by their names. We wish it to be distiuctly un- 
derstood, however, that in this use of the term 
we do dot inciude ali who finaliy voted with the 
minority. Most of the acts ascribed to tne 
minority were really the acts of a very few men, 
By far the most of the thirteen members who 
voted with them, being comparatively new mem- 
bers, acted, with such light as they bad, wich 
noue but the best motives; and among them we 
reeognize high-minded gentlemen, and fast and 
liberal friends of the University. 

FINALLY, 
the Trustees beg to assure the friends of the 
University that the issues of this controversy 
wilt not be a:lowed to overshadow the great ber- 
manent interests of the institution. There 
is nothing in the withdrawal of one 
man, especially one whose services 
to the University have been no more 
important, that need to alarm those that have 
really at heart its interests. The vacant Presi- 
dency will be filled without unnecessary delay; 
the organisation made at so much pains a year 
azo will be maintained. The Faculty will be ia 
their places at the regular time for the work of 
the next collegiate year; and the Trustees will 
taichtully endeavor not only to preserve all that 
the Uaiversity has abe | in the past, but to 
secure the means of future progress and expan- 
sion until it equals the expectations of its 
friends, aud takes rank among: inetitutions of 
higher education, worthy of Chicago and the 
Northwest.

To the Editor of The Chieago Tribune: 

Catcaco, Aug. 14.—The Baptist papers, under 
the manipulation of the members of the minority 
of the Board of Trustees of the University, hav- 
ing written the interest of the denomination ia 
that institution to death, it is but fair that they 
should soon announce the time of the funeral, for 
ü beginneth to stink.”

ry, and are actually clauning, with apparent sin- 
cerity, that ic is the duty of majoriues to yieid 
and resign—‘‘ to step down and out”—in favor 
ot mivorities. Oh, cousistency (truly), thou art a 
jewel.” Scarcely a month passes during which 
these ministers do not read, or cause to be read, 
to their churches their covenant which provides 
that they shall avoid a contentious spirit, and iu 
matters of business shall cheerfully yieid to and

‘Lhey also teach the doctrine of loyalty to gov- 
ernment as a civil and Christian duty, and yet we 
have in our Board Baptist ministers and laymen, 
who are writing and speaking daily, in private 
and iv public, against the actions of the Board 
of which they are members; who write for their 
Baptist journals all over the country; who meet 
and address 8 of Baptist ministers, 
aud urge upon them passage of contemnpato- 
ry resolutions; who travel over the country from 
town to town, and from church to church, for 
the purpose of 

MANUFACTURING PUBLIC SENTIMENT 
against the action of the Board of which they 
are members, and then with their own hands 
write expressions of that sentiment, for the pur- 
pose of influencing others; writing letters to the 
Young Men's Alumni of the institution (of which 
they are the governors); exciting them to re- 
beliion against the acts of the Board and to the 
expression of that rebellion or opposition by 
roesolutious of coudemuation. Singular, too, that 
these things should be done by at least one who has 
not been a member of the for three 
months, or a citizen of the States but about a 
year. Is it not passing strange that good men 
can’t see that there are certain proprieties in 
ute that they would do well to observe ? 

What good the Baptist papers expect to ac- 
complish by killing off the littie interest the 
denomination bas heretofore manifested in the 
University I cannot see, and yet ove would think 
that the very vitality of the denomination de- 
pended upon the entire exunction of the last 
vestige of interest ic had in that institution. 
One is utterly amazed to see how every discoar- 
agement is exaggerated and every encouragement 
depreciated and belittled by those who preteod 
to be the friends of the University. My atten-

Dr. Moss. in an article over his own siguature

With what justice and success that effort is 
made, must be decided by those who feel inter- 
ested enough in the matter to read and consider 
the facts with business men. No reply would 
be necessary. They would understand how 
under the compromise arrangement to which i 
alluded in my letter to Dr. Bright, I could con- 
sistently sign the letter of notification which Dr. 
Moss copies into bis letter of this morning. It 
would be very strauge if, after agreeing upon a 
compromiee for the purpose of securing a united 
Board, „ svould not be able to say aa much as 
we did say in our letter to Dr. Moss.

But when it is known that he was here at the 
time of his election, and knew al! about the facts

The Indians do not understand what amount 
they are entitled to, and, besides, they are care- 
less and improvident, and, if they see a good 
supply for to-day, take no thought for the 
morrow.” These are a few of the many ways in 
which frauds may be carried on at these Agencies 
by these Agency managers, and where there is 
no chance of their being detected. 

The whole system of management, or, more 
properly, mismanagement, of these Agencics is 

loose, unbusiness-like, and a disgrace to this na- 
tion, and a fraud alike upon the Indians and the 
Government. 
It may be said that there are certaja 
AGENCY INSPECTORS 
who visit these Agencies and carefully inspect 
them three or four times a year. This is 80. 
But the coming of these gentlemen is always 
known atthe Agency months before they come, 
so that everything may be in order. And it 
would make but little difference whether their 
coming was known or not, unless they were a 
set of secret detectives in the most perfect dis— 
guise.. I say, then, that owing to the peculiar 
location and surroundings of these Agen- 
cies, the loose, unsystematic manner in 
which the business there is transacted 
the fact that no one has any idea of the number 
of Indians fed there; the fact that every white 
man connected with these Agencies is under obli- 
gations to the Agency mavagers for his daily 
bread, and thinks thai by cheating Iadiaus out 
of what the Government intends to give them, 
no white man loses any moral standing, but is 
just so much ahead ; and one other fact—that 
the coming of the investigatiod was known 
months before it came—will make it next to 
IMPOSSISLE FOR THESE COMMISSIONERS TO FIND 
OUT ANYTHING 
in reference to the true condition of these 
Agencies, 

These Agency-managers have had 8 
in their own bands; all the surroundings an 
every circumstance have been in their favor. 
The Commission has not stolen upon them like a 
thief in,the vight, but has been heralded by an 
iufluite number of newspaper-trumpets, and they 
have bad all the time they could ask to put their 
bouses in order. And now, if they are not pre-

Ihe sky 
was clear. The district in which it was seen was 
450 miles long and 250 miles wide, he length 
running from southwest to northeast, and the 
width wearily east and west. The meteorite 
looked like a cylinder or like a very much 
_ elongated horseshoe. It had the usual tail, and 
exploded somewnat like tne bursting of 3 


rocket. It separated into several frag- 
ments, some of which were subsequently 
found in the earth It left a tram 


of inky biackness, though the © meteorite 
was itself intensely brilliant. Some noise was 
heard when it fell. The fragmeuts weighed in 
the aggregate 500 pounds, and mast have been 
hot when they fell, for they meited the snow 
where they were found. The observations on 
this meteorite are claimed to be the most com- 
plete on record. 

The next paper was read by Prof. Levering, 
of Cambridge, Mass., on An Acoustic Method 
of Measuring the Velocity of Electricity.” He 
said that electricity has no technical velocity as 
the term applied to other subjects. The 
answer to the question of velocity, as 

enerally understood, requires a knowledge how 
ar electricity is to travel. It is supposed that 
one experiment proved that electricity travels 
288,000 miles in a second, under some circum- 
stances, as when used on a very long conductor. 
When traveling upon a short conductor it may 
not travel more than 800 miles per second. The 
longest lines of telegraph will be required for 
satisfactory experiment, 

E. B. Elliott, of the Treasury Departm 
read a paper on the Subsidiary Principle as 
plied to Comage and Money of Account.

effected his conversion to the Christian faith, and as 
a reward for the valor of his soldiers, 

The Order tesches Faith, Unity, and Zeal, It incul- 
cates the Christian verities, and urges us to carry out 
in our daily lives, the Divine principles of Charity and 
Truth,—based upon that high and holy law which will 
secure to every true and faithful follower of the Lamb 
a holy rest upon the bosom of Infinite Love, 

The degrees pertaining to this Order are conferred 
in assemblies called Conciaves, and are Knight of the 
Holy Sepulchre, Knight of St. John of Palestine, 
Knight of the Obristian Mark, and Knight of the H.

UNION COLLECE ALUMNI MEETING, 

ADDRESS BY PROF. WWII WELLS, OF THE FAO- 

ULTY. 

Prof. Wells, of the Faculty of Union College, 
Schenectady, N. Y., is now in this city, and yes- 
terday at 2 o’clock was greeted by the alumni of 
that institution, now living in Chicago, which is 
beadquarters for an association embracing the 
Northwest. This body has had several festive 
meetings in time past, and now met for the 


purely business purpose of listening to an ac- 
count of the present condition of the College in 
its new and modernized aspect. 

Od Union,” under the Presidency of one of 
the prominent educators of the day, Dr. Nott, 
was for many years a power in the land. Stu- 
dents from ali sections of the country assem- 
bled within its walls to listen to the practical 
teachings of a remarkable man, who seut them 
out to all quarters of the Union to make their 
mark and exert their influence in building up the 
newly developing country. ‘his they did with 
so much success that the graduates of Union 
College are now met everywhere in the 
high and influential places of the land, 
especially at the Bar aod oa the 
Bench Duriog the declining years 
of Dr. Nott, and for an uncertain period after 
his death, the institution was not in a very pros- 
perous siate, on account of the great change 
needed in its policy and working apparatus to 
adapt it to modern exigencies. Then the War 
teok away all its patronage from the South, while 
the denominational schools by which it was 
gradually surrounded esch secured the patron- 
age of its own people for the special develop- 
ment of its own church interests. Union Col- 
lege, in compliance with ils name, embraced all 
the evangelical sects within its Faculty, and 
therefore was and is a broad church institution, 
founded on the liberal basis of Christiau Union. 

The 3,000 alumni that it bas sent forth from 
its halis are now its support in moual influence, 
and with their loyalty aud love assured it needs 
nothing more to make it one of the first institu- 
tions of the land. Union College was among 
the first in the country to see the fact of the 
alumni force, and by alteration of the original 
charter to give to them a representation 
in the Board of Control. to which one member 
is elected each year and holds over four years, 
so that four are continually in the Board. 

With a view to orgavizing this force and util- 
izing its power, an extensive movement is now 
in progress throughout the country, un- 
der the guidance of Prof, Weils. to 
collect the gradusies ia prominent 
centres and group arouud them those of the sur- 
rounding regions into associations of men who 
have graduated at the College, aod of cour.e 
have common affections and common interests. 
Among those prominent in Chicago may be 
noted the Rev. Drs. Powers and Locke, the Hon. 
W. H. King, Judge 8. A. Goodwin, Frank Wilkie, 
— of the Times, Judge John I. Bennett. 
Judge Lawrence, H. 8. Austin, the Rev. Mr. 
Covert, aud many others. 

The object of the meeting was to give the 
alumni an account of the present condition of 
the Ooliege under its new President, the grand- 
son of Dr. Nott, aud the flattering prospects now 
before it for a new career. 

Its buildings bave been renovated and im- 
roved, new dwellings for the Facuity have been 
uilt. The beautiful Memorial Hall is pow be- 

ing completed, aud will be one of the most beau- 
. titul arcnitectural ornaments of the country,—a 
monument to the past and an augury for the 
futare. The new Gymnasium has no superior at 
any of the colleges of the land, anda new Ea- 
ineering Hall* is contemplated, at a cost of 
100,000,—the gift of one of the Trustees, Mr. 
James Brown, of New York. The grounds have 
also been greatly improved within a few years, 
and they overiook one of the loveliest scenes in 
all the Valley of the Mobawk. Generous dona- 
tions from various sources have been received to 
enable the institution to build and expand 
ite means of usefulness. The scientific studies 
in which the College has leng been in the fore- 
most rank are now better provided for than 
ever. The scientific course, properly so called, 
18 a four-years’ course in which the modern 
languages are used instead of the ancient as a 
means of classical culture.. The Engineering 
Department is now a four-years’ course, with a 
strong sprinkling of coilege studies intermingled. 
Two vears ago the General Government detailed 
a military de- 
partment in the College, which been a suc- 
cess in the matter of military engineering and 
drill. Thus the institution has risen to a high 
rank among its compeers, and claims the sup- 
and challenges the pride of 
ts alumni. But all these developments 
demand a great outlay of money, 
and Union, like all the other broad institutions 
of the country, has need of more. This is es- 
pecially the case in the line of professional ev- 
dowment, which was small before the War, and 
has now comparatively shrunk because of the 
greater expeoses. To relie ve the College in this 
line, it is now proposed, ag a work of love to it 
and tude to some of the oldest members of 
the Faculty, to endow three emeritus Professor- 
ships, on which the older member of the corps 
may retire, while youu men take their place 
and continue their work; and to further this en- 
terprise was one object of the visit of Prof. 
Wells to this region, whence he proceeds over 
the Northwest.

TILLEY. 
HIS VISIT TO EGAN’S JAIL. 

The situation was mysterious around the jail 
yesterday afternoon. Réporters in their inqui- 
ries for news received the usual reply, 
“Nothing new,” yet from what they 
saw the answer failed to satisfy their 
greed for news.

He was 
evidently confused, however, for in the course 
of conversation he admitted that the judgment 
had been held against him for about two 
years. In the face of this admission, he 
said he believed the whole transaction 
was an attempt at blackmail, and that the whole 
affair was arranged yesterday after the adjourn- 
ment of the County Court, with a view to keep- 
ing him in jail over Sunday.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
THE APPOINTMENT OF GAUGERG. 
To the Editor of The Chreaco Tribune: 

Cuicaco, Aug. 14.—Your correspondent ‘*X” 
makes a suggestion that men of higher social 
position be appointed to the office of Internal 
Revenue Gauger. This is certainly a good 
idea; but men of good social position, with high 
characters for integrity, are usually rated worth 
more than $6 per day. The Secretary of the 
Treasury can, under the-law, pay Gaugers as al- 
ary not exteeding $3,000 per annum; he chooses 
to pay $1,872. The distilier can afford to raise 
this $5,000 or 610,000. and the result is in- 
evitable, with our present system of political 
appomtment. It is 1 true, aa X says, 
that practically the Gauger is a more important 
personage in the collection of the tax on 
spirits than the Collector; for the former 
fixes the amount to be paid, while the 
latter merely receives the sums as determined by 
the Gauger. Now a man who handies from 

2,000 to 67,000 per day, and upon whose hon- 
esty and uofaltering integrity under constant 
temptation the Government must rely ultimate- 
ly, despite the most complete system that can be 

evised, is certainly worth the salary of a bank 
Cashier. Is it Co business policy for the Seo- 
retary to pay 81.872 per annum, when he is al- 
lowed to pay #3,000? I will venture to assert 
that the increasing of the pay of Gaugers to the 
legal maximum would insure a very much high- 
er standard of morality among them, if com- 
bined with such earnest and efficient administra- 
tion as we pow bavein the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington; for whatever demoraliza- 
tion exists there extends tothe public service 
everywhere. 

Tho popular argument that $6 per dav is good 
pav in these hard times when it is difficult to 
earn anything is not to the point; the question 
is, whether it is sound policy to fix the salary of 
such responsible offices at a figure which is bare- 
Iv sufficient for the support of a family in a large 
city, and if the Government would be able, by 
the payment of large salaries to Gaugers, to se- 
sure more honest Officials and a more perfect 
collection of the revenue.

The Law Department 
was appealed to, and the only reasonable solu- 
tion of the problem was decided to be a request 
from the Mayor asking the Council to make the 
specification. While this document was being 
prepared, the clause makiog the office one of 
appointment was found in an unexpected par- 
agraph of the ordinance, and the Mayor imme- 
diately affixed his signature to the document. 

ANOTHER ORDER. 

The following general order was yesterday 
promulgated in the Police Department by order 
of Supt. Rehm: 

Ava, 12, 1875—General Order No. 11.—The Fire-Mar- 
shal or Assistant Fire-Marchal in command is author- 
ized by law to prescribe limits in the vicinity of any 
fire, within which no person except those who reside 
therein, members of the Police and Fire 8 
news roportera, and those admitted by order o 
82 of the Fire Department, shall be permitted 

come. 

The chief duty of the police force at a fire, after the 
arrival of the Fire Departmen 
limits prescribed by the Fire- 
and property, and preserve order, 
all members of the force ordered to 4 fire 
their attention, unless otherwise s 
upon the grounds by the Fire- Ma 

At the first alarm of fire, the Sergeant or rounds- 
man who is on duty in the district in which the fire is 
located will immediately proceed with all his force, or 
as much thereof as may be necessary, and upon reacl- 
ing there will so station his men as to perform to the 
best advantage the duties above ified, and officers 
in ch of such squad will not allow his men to scat- 
ter, and assume such duties as they please, but will re- 
quire them to adhere strictly to the duties and position 
assigned them, At the second or third alarms of fire, 
the Captain in whose precinct the fire is located will 
immediately proceed to the scene of the fire with all 
the men on reserve duty at the stations in his precinct, 
and will take charge of and direct the police in 
their duties, and upon 
being struck, al members of 
duty in whatever fart of 
may be, will at once come to their respective stations 
and await orders, In such cases if the Captain of the 
precinct in which the fire is located finds the force at 
his command inenfficient for the emergency, he 
immediately, by telegraph or otherwise, call on one or 
more of the commanding officers of other precincts 
for such force as he may deem necessary, and such 
call when made shall be immediately responded to. 

Whenever any member of the force shall find a hy- 
drant obstructed so that an engine cannot readily take 
water therefrom, he shall immediately remove or 
cause to be removed such obstruction, and if it shall 
prove impracticable for bim to do so, he shall at once 
report the fact te his commanding officer, who shall 
cause such obetruction to be removed immediately, and 
patrolmen will be required to give special attention to 
this subject on their respective beats. When a com- 
manding officer with his squad arrives at a fire, on the 
first or second alarm, he wiil at once report to the Fire- 
Marehal in command, ascertain from him the amount 
of territory necessary to be guarded,‘and will then sta- 
tion his men 1 0 

In all cases when it becomes necessary for squads 
from different precints to attend a fire, all such squads 
will be stationed on the side of the fire nearest their 
own precincts ; for instance, South Side men will be 
stationed on the south side of the fire, West Side men 
on the west side of the fire, and North Side men on 
the north side of the fire; and, in absence of the 
City-Marshal or the General or Deputy Superintend- 
enuts of Police, the * pace of the precinct in which 
the fire is located will direct the police force in their 
duties, subject to the orders of the Fire-Marshal or
